FAITH IN KUROPATOKIN,

New Head of Manchurian Army Leaves
Capital Amid Loud Huzzas.

Bt Petersburg, March 12 —General
Kuropatokin, accompanisd by his en-
tire staff, left here this evening on a
special train for the far east to take
command of the Manchurian army.
The departure of the general was
marked by demonstrations of patriot-
fsm and personal regard such as sel-
dom have been witnessed In the Rua-
glan capital. Thousands of persons
who lined Nevaky Prospect and ap-
pronches to the Nicholns rallroad sta-
tion vied with the highest personages
in the empire, including the prineipal
military authorities, members of the
Imperial coungll, forelgn military at-
tnches, membors of the French embas-
sy and persons prominent In soclety,
who had assembled inside the station,
in glving vent to expressions of con-
fidence In the new commander who is
to lead the emperor’s army to vistory.
